San Francisco, April 20.—San Fran- 


cisco is the city desolate. It seemed 
that the acme of its misery was reach- 
ed when flames burst from all sides 
of the beautiful Hotel Fairmount, the 
palace that above every other struc- 
ture was apparently most strongly en- 
trenched against the attack of the all- 
consuming fire. And surrounding that 
lofty-pinnacle of flame, as far as the 
eye could reach to the south, to the 
«ast and far out to the west, lay in 
cruel, fantastic 
heaps, charred and 


smoking, ail that remained of.a pros- 
perous City. The metropolis of the 
western slope is in ashes. 


With each succeeding hour the dev- 


astation and destruction in this strick- 
en and prostrate ruin of a city grows 
and grows. At this hour it seems as 
if nothing coud save the comparative- 
ly small portion of the city that re- 
mains unburned. .The entire business 
and wholesale district is now only a 
glowing 
furnace, 
while 
the 
giant 


tongues of fire have reached the west- 
ward far beyond Van Ness avenue, are 
wiping out buildings and seeking more 
to devour. 


All efforts to check the flames at 


Van Ness avenue by blowing up a mile 
of buildings on the east side of Van 
Ness avenue have proved fruitless. 
The fire has spread across the broad 
thoroughfare and the entire western 


from the Presidio. Bakeries have al- 
ready been built within the reserva- 
tion and the bread supply therefore 
has not failed completely. The gov- 
ernment also, has begun to aid in the 
progress of the -people out of the city 
to Oakland, Berkeley and Alameda. 
Tugs and steamers are being pressed 
into service. 


PALACES BLOWN UP. "• 


Mayor Schmitz and Chief of Police 


Dinan met the members of the com- 
mittee of public safety, composed of 
financial leaders of the city, and de- 
cided to resort to the most heroic 
measures- y;et undertaken since the 
city has Ween in the path of devasta- 
tion. This decision was to bombard 
the entire section 6f the city lying 
along the east side of Van Ness ave- 
nue from Golden Gate avenue to Pa- 
cific avenue, 1C blocks in all. contain- 
ing the homes of "many millionaires 
and apartment houses. The military 
was notified of this action and barrels 
of gunpowder, the only remaining ex- 
plosive in the city, were taken from 
the Presidio, Fort McDowell, Alcatraz 
and other nearby posts. Hundreds of 
police, regiments 
of soldiers 
and 


scores of volunteers were sent into 
the doomed district to warn the people 
to flee. These heroiaally responded to 
the demand of the law and went 
bravely on their way, trudging pain- 
fully over the pavements with the lit- 
tle they could gather together. Every 
available wagon was taken by the mil- 
itary to carry the powder. 


Every available pound of dynamite 


was hauled to this point, and the sight 
was one of stupendous and appalling 
havoc as the cannons were trained on 
the palaces and the shot tore into the 
walls and toppled the

20.0,000 refugees are struggling to get 
out of the city, and hourly the task 
is becoming more diiTicult as the fire 
and heat cut off avenue after avenue 
of escape. 


INSANE ASYLUM VICTIMS. ' 


Dr. Clarke, superintendent of the 


San Francisco county hospital, tele- 
phoned concerning the situation 'at the 
Agnews insane asylum, near Sin Jose.' 
Dr. Clarke said that 11 employes and 
officers of the institution, including 
Drs. Kelly and Cell, were killed, and 
20 injured. Among the patients 55 
were killed and 120 injured. 'All the 
buildings were completely demolished.

From the Pacific Mail 
dock to Vallejo streets, west side, a 
distance ot t\vo miles, wreckage and 
ruin is the rule. Although the fire did 
not jump East street, the damage has 
been enormous. The district facing 
the Ferry builOins; is <usuccession of 
little valleys, some four, others six 
feet deep. The ferry tower itself is' 
out of plumb ami the big building in 
badly twisted by the earthquake. 


Looking up Market street., the city 


is a smoldering mass of ruins. Groat 
manufactories,

banks and railroad oftice buildings arc 


nowhere to *>3 seen, and only in spots 
is there so much as tha tower, the 
monument of the burned structure.

Rations For Survivors. 


Washington, April 20.—The follow- 


ing telegram has been sent by General 
Bell, chief of staff, to General Funston, 
by direction of the secretary of war, 
after a conference between Secretary 
Taft and 'Soretary Bonaparte: "Secre- 
tary of war directs me to inform you 
that the quartermaster general has 
been directed to forward to San Fran- 
cisco all available canvas In \he pos- 
session of the army. The commissary 


has been directed to ship 200,- 


. rations from nearest shipping 


point. Adnlral McCalla at Mare Isl- 
and .will be instructed to confer with 
you to furnish all food supply that can 
be furnished at Mare Island; also to 
furnish any available canvas suitable 
for making improvised shelter." 


Governor Pardee's Message. 


Sacramento, Cal., April 20.—Gover- 


nor Pardee sent the following dis- 


to governor Folk of Missouri in 
to an offer of aid for San Fraii- 


c(isco; "Thanks-for your offer to help. 
There are thousands of homeless peo- 
ple jn San Francisco, and other towns 
and' food and shelter must be fur- 
nished. At the same time people ol 
the east should understand that the 
area affected by the .earthquake Is 
only about one-fifteenth of the whole 
state. The great Sacramento and San 
Joaquin valleys and all the northern 
and southern portions of the state es- 
caped the disaster. In San Francisco 
most of the ruin was wrought by fire, 
and not earthquake." 


Insurance Men's Attitude. 


New "York. April 20.—Officers of the 


large fire Insurance companies having 
their headquarters in this city an- 
nounced that losses by earthquake 
were not included in the fire insurance 
policies written for California, and 
that such losses could not be allowed 
even if the companies were so in- 
clined, for the reason that the laws of 
New York state prohibited it. The 
rulings'on the losses by fire, however, 
will it is said be broad, the insurance 
companies apparently agreeing thai 
to draw the line with any severity 
whatsoever would be extremely un 
wise in the face'of such an appalling 
disaster, where the suffering will no 
doubt be widespread. 


Mayor Schmitz to President. 


Washington. April 20.—The presi- 


dent has received the following from 
Mayor Schmltz of San 
Francisco: 


"Earthquake has done great damage, 
but fire has done more. Half of city 
In flames but belief under control. 
Thanks for offer of assistance. We at 
present need no outside assistance, 
but witt call on yo« if necessary."
